In addition to this cut in wages, all 
the farmers will reduce the number of 
hands. Many of them have put two 
thirds of their land in wheat and 
quite a number who hired from four 
to six hands this year will have only 
one or two next year. This will leave 
a great many unemployed laborers 
in thia coun^, who will doubtless go 
to working 6n the railroads or in the 
mines in other states. In the Hock 
ing Valley mines of Ohio there art 
some strikes now on and the places of 
these union miners will probably 
soon be open to the cheaper non- 
union negro labor from Kentucky and 
other stites.

There are holidays and holidays. 
Christmas and New Yeais are Cosmo- 
politan— are the property of no par- 
ticular people, but yet are joyously 
observed by many. But thanksgiv- 
ing is purely an American holiday, 
original in conception and growing 
from a small beginning until it has 
reached the dignity of a national 
event. Ita first celebration was by the 
Plymouth colony in 1621— those 
sturdy pioneers whose piety was as 
pronounced as their pluck, who hon- 
ored themselves by honoring their 
Deity. The custom soon became 
more general, spreading over all the 
New England states. After the revo- 
lution it gradually extended to the 
middle states and later to the west 
growing more slowly in the south 
In 1863 the patriotic Lincoln forever 
established it in the list of holidays 
b.y proclaiming a day of ThauHsgiv- 
ing, his action being promptly follow- 
ed by the individual proclamations of 
the governors of the states, who nam- 
ed the same day. Since then, by 
consent, the first announcement of 
the day is found in the president's 
proclamation, and the day bo named 
is also namdd by the states. 

In many ways, says the American 
Agriculturalist, Thanksgiving is one 
of our most delightful evi " 
comes at a time when the ri 
winter are not yet at hand, 
at our disposal all the varied products 
of the soif and the time for a season 
of partial rest for the farmBr is at 
hand. One of its most delightful 
features, which has become quite gen- 
erous, is the gathering together under 
the old rooftree of all the scattered 
sons and daughters on this day. Two, 
three and sometimes four generations 
tbus meet around the festive and 
hospitable table of the old homestead, 
and thus fraternal ties are strength- 
ened and filial piety encouraged. 

Another no less commenddble fea- 
ture in this holiday is a practical be- 
nevolence which has become very no- 
table. I'oor people, to whom a good 
dinner is a rarity, are hunted out, and 
in aij|unostentatious way are helped to 
properly observe the day, so far 
its festive features are concerned. 
'The sick and the suffering are re- 
membered in various ways. The 
homeless are,for that day, made mem- 
bers of some hospitable bousehold, 
where they can join in iis pleasures. 
Altogether, this is perhaps its best 
feature. There is no pleasure so last- 
ing, none which affords such real joy, 
as that which comes to us from the 
knowledge that we have done a real 
kindness to some of the suffering 
children of earth— in some way al- 
leviated their sorrow or eased their 
pains. 

Last, but not least, the devotional 
ipirit which is the empelling motive 
of the day, is encouraged and de- 
votoped, we learn to be more con- 
tented with our lot, thankful for 
what we have, and hopeful for the 
future.

It is the universal opinion that the 
negro is guilty and ought to be hung

Mr. J. H. Harris, of Wayoeeville, 
, a banker and collector ol fresh- 
water pearls and archaeological 
specimens, has lately aoqutr^ a 
large number of what h« calls 
'dead" pearla. Mr. Barria luts for 
yeard been known ae an expert in 
judging pearls, aod nearly all tbe 
gems of any consequence that have 
found in tbe Little Miami river 
haw passed through his hands, he 
having paid from 25 cents to $425 
for them as they came from tbe mus- 
sel shell 

His ooUoctloo, varying In num- 
bers and value a* he luw at different 
times sold fro^«a4«d4«# to it, was 
for the fir«» %Uk «slifttltd to the 

general . put^ at the Paris expo- 
sition in 1873, where it attracted 
much attention. Two or three years 
ago it was believed that the pearl 
industry in the Little Miami had 
about died away, and it is probable 
such is really the case, yet the high 
waters of the present year have un- 
earthed new mussel l)eds, and piles 
of freshly opened shells may be seen 
along tbe banks of the little stream. 
A few pearls of pood quality have 
been found, and Mr. Harris follow- 
ing his usual custom, has secured 
some of the best of these, and placed 
tbem all immediately in a safe de- 
posit vault in ClncinnatL 

He often runs across curios that 
are outside of the regular line, and 
be has secured what could, perhaps, 
not bo found in any other collection 
in this country.
